Closely connected with the Indian 
legends In California Is a peculiar 
scar od ibe mountain side near San 
Bernardino which takes the form of 
an arrow head. This symbol ban 
been adopted as the permanent de- 
sign of tbe ornamental street light, 
ing system of the Gate City. 

Tbe lighting fixtures are eaob four 
feet wide and eix feet long, being; 
mounted on galvanised posts eight 
feet high. Ranged on either side of 
the arrowhead are 14 10-watt Edleon 
Masda lamps, while tbe top le sur- 
mounted by a 12 inch round globe 
illuminated by a 60 watt lamp. Tba 
blocks Iu San Bernardino are 600 
feet long, and 10 of these fixture* 
are ranged five on each side of tba 
street, and spread an even glow ov- 
er the entire length of tbe block, 
penetrating everv sbady spot caused 
by the trees in the yards, and giving 
tbe street all tbe Illumination nec- 
essary at very little expense. Tbe 
plan Is to burn all the lights in tba 
fixture from dark until 11 o'clock, 
and to operate the top light only 
during tbe balance ot the night.
